ae Estivo-autumnal or "tropical" malaria was completely cured in all cases 

_ Whore the genetic or gamete form could be found through microscopic ax- 

amination of the blood of the patient. The blood sample vas taken at a 

time when the patient was suffering from a malaria attack and had sam 
fever. 


2. Tho cure was administered in. the following manners For the first fire 
days, three tablets of plasnocit were given daily. One plasmecit tab- 
let, contained 0.02 gram of plasmocit and 0.10 gram of acrichin. The 
daily dose ims evenly distributed over tho whole day and could not be 
administered at one time. After the first five days of dosing, a reut 
of seven days was necessary, followed by three days of plasmocit dos- 
ing, a subsequent rest period, and an additional three daya of plasmocit 
dosing, after -hich the cure was ended. 


36 In 1944, the Ministry of Health ordered malariologists to cut the rset 
periods from soven to five days and to shorten ths eure. On the first 
day, three additional tablets wore administered to the patient, maicing 

a total of six tablete. On the following three days, only three 
tablets were administered, followed by a five-day rest pericd, thrue

4e Other forma of tropical malaria also were cured completely with a 
plasmocit and quinine combination, but with success in only approxi- 
mately 70% of the cases. After the patient rested for a month, his 
blood was re-examined. If the examination still showed infection, ths 
cure was repeated; in ceneral, such cases were rezarded as reinfeciions. 
Only those who had no milaria for two consecutive years following the 
cure wore regarded 13 aompletely cured, The plasmocit-acrichin coribi- 
nation was frequently administered in the form of an injection with the 
gane content as the pills. The injection was used also for malarin 
prevention. 


5. The plasmociteacrichin or plasmocit-quinine combination was used aiss 
in tertian and quartan malaria; in some eases salvarsan wao added. ‘The 
specific reason for this form of treatment 4s noi Imowm. If only cerl- 
chin was used as a nedicino apainst tertdian or quartan malaria, 2t was 
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administered at exactly the same rate as in the cases of tropical malaria, 
except that the three tablets daily could be taken at one time. In addi~ 
tion to persons suffering from eye, liver, and kidney diseases, paycho= 
pathatic cases could not be given acrichin. When quinine alone wis used 
as medicine for terbian and quartan malaria, the treatment yas as follows: 
0.4 gram quinine wis administered three times daily for three consecutive 
days, malcing a total of 3.6 grams for three days. Four days of rest fol- 
lowed, and this cycle was repeated from four to six weeks. :
